British Guns Play On Life Boats Of Fleeing German Crews When 


Orders To Halt Are Ignored—War Ships Fly Imperial Ensign 
When Sacrifice Is Made By German Sailors Under Nose Of Brit- 
ish Guarding Fleet. 


LONDON, June 21. — All the German battleships and cruisers interned at Scarpa 


Flow, Scotland were sunk by their crews today except the dreadnaught Baden, which 
is still afloat, according to a statement issued tonight by the British admiralty. 


Five light cruisers were sunk and three beached, 18 destroyers were beached and 


the rest sunk, the admiralty statement said.

The statement adds: "The German rear admiral and most of the German sailors 


| which comprised the skeleton crews left aboard the interned vessels are in custody 
aboard our ships. Some of the German boats from the ships refused to halt when order- 
! ed to do so, and were fired upon, resulting in the killing or wounding of small numbers 
|of German sailors." 


In accordance with the terms of the armistice the ships were interned with skeleton 


crews aboard and without British guards.
